NEW YORK, September 4.—A St. Augus- 
tine, Flerida, dispatch says the painful sur- 
mise regarding the fate of the steamer Vera 
Cruz _ has been fully contirmed, 
for a few survivors have  hap- 
pily escaped death and are now safely on 
shore. The ill-fated steamer foundered at 
half-past 5 o’clock Sunday morning 

IN THE MIDST OF THE HURRICANE 
having labored painfully for some hoursina 
heavy sea. Of seventy persons who were on 
board when the steamer left New York oualy 
thirteen are known to have been saved, so 
that 

FIFTY-SEVEN PERISHED. 

There is uerylittlehope thatany addition 
will be made tothe list of survivors, for so 
long atime has elapsed since the steamer 
went down it seems impossible for any more 
tobe found alive. The hurricane that oc- 
ecasioned the disaster precluded assistance 
or succor from other vessels. 
on Saturday afternoon the steamer 
encountered a strong gale, which soon inereas- 
edin.fury. The sea ran very high and the 
Vera Cruz labored heavily for some time. 
Every effort was made to keep her before the 
wind, but it was found necessary at 1 o’clock 
Sunday morning to throw out a drag to keep 
her head above water. This secured the de- 
sired effeet forthe time being, but the gale 
had now grown to a hurricane and 

| IMMENSE WAVES 

began breaking over the steamer. Each suc- 
ceeding wave toreaway pieces of her upper 
works untii her deck was finallV swept clear, 
even the rigging being torn and shattered. 
The drag ceased to fulfill its functions and as 
the searose over her bows and deluged her 
decks they soon reached the furnaces and 

EXTINGUISHED THE FIRES, 
the hatches being torn from their fastenings 
by the billows. The fire being out soon put a 
stop to the engines and the City of Very Cruz 
lay atthe mercy of thewaves. Not even the 
donkey pump could be worked to reliéve the 
vesse! of the water she was rapidly 
making in her hold. In this 
extremity Capt. Van _ Sice order his 
men to throw overboard the deck load. The 
task had been begun about midnight, but the 
sea was too heavy to permit the crew carry- 
ing out the Captain’s orders, for while thus 
engaged several of the men were carried off 
their feet by incoming seas and many of them 
were washed overboard. 
CAPT. VAN SICE 

and his officers acted courageously 
in the performance of their 
several duties, but were one by one 
washed overboard from their stations as the 
steamer labored in the trough of the sea. As 
near as I can ascertain, the captain perished 
fully an hour before the vessel finally 
succumbed, and as nearly all hands were 
lost, the few remaining alive on board 
now saw that there was no hope so they; took 
the life-preservers, the lifeboats having al- 
ready disappeared. Sailors and passengers 
then seized fragments of the state-room doors 
or any other movable article that would float

all knew to be at hand. The surviving sailors 
state the vessel was about thirty miles off the 
shore at this time, the hurricane being one of 
terrible fury.

His body was placedina cask and buried 
on Wednesday in the grounds of Mr. J. H.

The bodies of two 
of{the steerage passengers have also been 
found; at least that is their classification by 
the survivors. The bodies of three females 
were recovered fromthe waves along the 
shore, and four other men, probably sailors.

A Problem Presented that Needs a

There wasafair attendance at Brighton 
Beach yesterday. The races were of the usu- 
al order, with the exception of the hurdle 
race, the last on the programme,  [Tive hors- 
esran inthis race. One ofthem, L. L., was 
mounted byalad named Kearns, who had 
worked around the stables forafew weeks. 
He had never ridden in but one hurdle race 
previous to yesterday. When he reached the 
backstretch, L. L. was third in the race. 
Lenping a hurdle, his feet caughtin the top, 
and he went overin asummersauit, Kearns 
striking head first on the track, and the horse 
falling.on him. The horses following dashed 
over the hurdle, while achorus of ‘*Ohs!’’ 
a from the crowd on the other side of the 
track. 

The horse soon rose and walked away, but 
his rider Jay motionlessin the dirt. Many 
thought he was dead, and a string of jockeys, 
stable boys, and idiers started across the field 
toward the boy. Inthe line towered the tall 
form of young Father Dougherty. With the 
natural love of his countrymen for horserac- 
ing, be had been watching the equine contests. 
When the Father came to where the boy lay, 
with bis bloody face turned to the sky and his 
lilac and red colors covered with dirt, he saw 
thatthe boy was insensible and apparently 
dying. Requesting the jockeys, stuble boys, 
and others to kneel. the reverend Father of- 
fered up a prayer for the boy. anointing him 
and performing other services of his Church 
forthe dying. The scene was strikingly im- 
pressive. Horsemen and riders who had nev- 
er knelt in prayer before obeyed the request 
of the Father, their bronzed, earnest, and hard 
faces softening in svmpathy for the crushed 
jockey. <All this was unknown to the crowd 
on the quarterstretch and in thegrand stand. 
Shortly afterward a jockey returned tothe 
crowded stretch and remarked to a compan- 
ion; ‘**l guess Kearns will die, for they all 
kneeled on the track and prayed for him over 
tbere.’’ 

Kearns, who rode L. L., was thrown at the 
third hurdie on the backstretch. He struck 
on his head, cutiing his face badly. The 
horse threw a complete somersault, falling 
on the boy, and caused serious iaternal injury. 
Kearns was carried away in an insensible con- 
dition after the ceremonies narrated above. 

Last nightareport came from the track 
that Kearns had died. 


Depraved Animal Taste.

The subject of a depraved taste in animals 
is interestibg one, which has not been 
studied as much, perhaps, as it might. In 
human beings it would seem to depend on iil 
health of either body or mind, but in animals 
it would seem aS8ifit might be present and the 
animal enjoy good health.

NEILSON’S FUNERAL. 


The True Story of the Actress’ Engage- 
ment to Admiral Glyn. 
Olive Logan’s London Cor. Phil. Times. 


Along a perfumed pathway came the funeral 
procession of the beautiful young actress. 
whom thousands of people in America have 
admired for many reasons. Artistically Neil- 
son adored America, not merely for the won- 
derful harvest of money she annually gleaned 
there, than for the warm appreciation her per- 
sonations drew forth from admiring audiences 
all over the length and breadth of the land. 

Socially she preferred England, naturally 
enough. Outside of New York, there is no 
society in America of that peculiar kind class- 
ed under the broad name of ‘‘upper Bonhe- 
mian’’—a society as elegant, refined and lavish 
in its material surroundings as that of the 
highest. nébility, far more intellectual and 
spiritual than that, gay, bright, entertaining, 
and yet thoroughly unaconventional—asking 
no questions, telling no lies. Persons pene- 
trating it are requested, so. to speak, to ‘‘like 
itortolumpit.”? I think almost everybody 
in the world likes it; but a.great many are 
forced to lump it on account of the coaven- 
tionalism in force in their own local districts. 

Yet, Bohemian or not Bohemian, Adelaide 
Neilson was about to fix the final gem inthe 
circle of brilfants her beauty and her genius 
had won her. The necessity for keeping her 
secret no longer exists, and now I publish it. 
She herself told me last summer that she was 
engaged to be married to Kear Admiral Glyn, 
the naval officer who took the Prince of Wales 
out to India, and whose standing at court is 
ofthe highest. As his wife her life would 
have beena delightful one. Certain circum- 
stances would have barred her presentation to 
the Queen, but there are many ladies of fash- 
ion aud standing who do not enjoy this honor, 
and yet who go freely into brilliant and aris- 
tocratic society and hold their own there.

**Yes, yes, I know all that,’’ she replied, 
as we Grove in her pretty little brougham up 
Regent street. “But thenif you knew how 
my affianced husband loves me! It is per- 
fect idolatry!” 

**And do you think it will continue?’’ I 
asked. 

**T am sure of it,’”? she replied warmly. 
‘*Yes, you have no idea how stanch and 
true heis. His love has continued for many 
years. No matter wherel go, or how long I 
stay away, [ find him everthe sam? whea [ 
return. Ilongto marry him;1 wish I were 
to do so to-morrow.’’ 

**Why is the marriage delayed?’ 1 asked.

Bernard Beere, and many others are pres- 
ent, all clad in deepest mourning. ‘The doc- 
tor of divinity who performed the service 
was a men of impressive presence, and who 
seemed to feel a penetrating interest in the 
lovely subject of his supplicating prayers.

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The Question of Enticing Merchants 
from the Hotels as Viewed by 
the Other Side. 


The POST-DISPATCH of yesterday contain- 
ed an account of the grievances of the 
hotel! proprietors in relationtowhat is term- 
ed the interference of business houses 
in legitimate hotel trade. 2 
true that the public hostelries have been suf- 
fering a loss of trade for some time through 
this source, and in order to prevent an in- 
crease the proprietors have organized an op- 
position. The published sceount of yester- 


day dwelt princtpally upon the hotel side of 
the question, and in order not 
to make any invidious discrimination 
the other side is given to-day. A reporter 
visited several business houses and other 
Places and succeeded in meeting a number of 
Southern merchants who expressed their 
views on the subject. These=gentlemen had 
been ‘‘subjected to the undue influences’? of 
solicitors, and when interrogated 
had no hesitancy in saving why they had 
witbdrawn their patronage from the hotels. 
The first gentleman seen was 
MR. GEORGE E,. BAKER 

of Clarksville, Texas.- Mr. Baker is the 
largest cotton shipper from ‘Texas, his 
business inthis commodity alone representing 
$120,000 a year. ‘*Are you stopping ata 
hotel’? was asked. 

“No, sir. Lam rooming up on Olive street 
above Nineteenth.’’ 

‘*Has any one emploved any means to pre- 
judice you against the hotels?” 

“No. Mr. Henderson, who represents Gil- 
keson & Sloss, invited me to partake 
of his hospitality. but he  cer- 
tainly did not mention one word 
prejudicial to any hotel. I suit my ewn con- 
venience and prefer to take a room where I 
can have some eomfort to being cooped upin 
small oven at a hotel.’’ 

**Has the price of the hotels anything to do 
with your stopping on the outside? 
find it cheaper to take afurnished room?” 

‘*Not at all. { get a room where I 
can see my friends. and the place where I was 
invited to stop by Mr. Henderson is frequent- 
ed bya number of Texas merchants with 
whom I do business, and I find it more con- 
venient for that reason than a crowded hotel. 
Besiaes, I can get acool room, which is next to 
an impossibility in the hotels. They 
give vou a smal! apartment, with scarcely any 
and even no ventilation, and in summer that 
is insufferable. I am not opposed to the 
hotels. and most of the time I take mv meals 
there.’’

With the kindest feelings for those whose 
views differ from ours we can readily see how 
natura!ly our branch of trade would oppose 
another should the ousiness of the latter seem 
in conflict with the former. 

We can see why New Wrleans asa cotton 
market would oppose St. Louisas a cotton 
market and vice versa. We can _ see 
why hotels would oppose restaurants, we can 
see why one hotel would even oppose another. 
Following the idea based upon this proposi- 
tion, we can see why hotels do not endorse 
the action of commercial men who arein the 
habit of extending hospitalitv by way of lodg- 
ing to their mercantile friends who visit the 
city. Yetby nocourse of reasoning can we 
justify any one in referring to us as ‘*‘sharp 
workers,’’ as ‘*‘commercia!l combinations” to 
divert legitimate trade, *“‘cliques’’ to devrive 
Southern merchants of just competition, etc. 
Now, what we have to say is that we, as agents 
of factors, but not cotton buyers, do 
rent rooms: that we pay rent 
for the same, but owe no allegiance tofany 
combination or clique and know of no organi- 
zation to manipulate the Southern merchant 
who is sufticiently intelligent to select his own 
associates. The Southern merchants treat us 
kindly when wetravel amongthem, manifest 
their appreciation of our manner of business 
by their endorsement. Thev are our capital. 
If when they visit the city they find it more 
pleasant and sociable to lodge with us than at 
a hotel our ‘‘latch-strivg is out’? and no edi- 
torials or threatened meeting of hotel men 
can sever the ties of friendship which have 
been strengthened by vears of social and busi- 
ness relations. We have kind 
feelings toward every branch of 
honest industry —_—iin our future 
great city and especially toward the hotels, 
where most of us*take our meals every day. 
But enterprising sensation can not shut off, 
the social inclinations of our nature or dry up, 
the fountain of hospitality, and we intend to 
quietly Jook to ourown business, pursuing 
the tenor ofour way. ‘the views of other peo- 
ple to the contrary notwithstanding.

The Beethoven Conservatory. 

The early fall session of the Beethoven Con- 
servatory of Music will open upon the 6th of 
September at the new location, No. 1603 Olive 
street. This school of music has met witha 
success in St. Louis that has not been equaled 
by any institution of the kind in the West, 
During last season it attained the height of 
popularity, a fact principally to be attributed 
to the able and efficient mansgement of the 
director, A..Waldauer. Mr. Waldauer opens 
the new term with every preparation for con- 
tinuing the good work that the conservatory 


has been doing, and with a faculty which 
shows that the management of the institution 
are making every legitimate endeavor to re- 
tain the patronage which they heve already 
obtained. The faculty secured are all ex- 
perienced instructors in their various brancb- 
es, and some additions have been made which 
will materially enhance the reput ation and 
the efficiency of the Conservatory. Mr. Wal- 
dauer bas lived for a long time 
in St. Louis, and it § is almost 
useless to dilate upon his merits as 
a musician, an instructor oradi{rector. He 
bas mace for himself a reputation here that 
needs no mention, as his positionis thorough- 
}y appreciated by every One at al! interested 
in the subject of music. The Beethoven Con- 
servatory is the latest of a long series of en- 
deavors to build up musieinthe West, and 
its suecess is looked upon by Mr. Waldauer 
as an indication that his efforts have been un- 
derstood and appreciated. The well-known 
Professor A.J.Goodrich has been secured, 
and wili be in charge of the department of 
musical theory. Prof. Goodrich is perhaps the 
most remarkable among the musicians who 
were born and educated ia America. 
He made no attempt at the study of music 
until 1863, when a strange circumstance in- 
fluenced his future life. He attended the 
funeral ofa prominent musician, at which 
several of the best military bands united in 
plaving Beethoven’s Funeral March from the 
Heroic Symphony. Tue effect of the 
music and the occasion was so 
strong that young Goodrich at once 
informed his father that he wished to bea 
musician. His wish was gratified and his 
suceess was complete. In the year 1866 the 
museles of the fourth and fifth fingers of Mr. 
Goodrich’s right hand became so paralyzed 
from constant practice that he abandoned 
further attempts at piano virtuositv. He be- 
gan the study of the voice, composition and 
the science of instrumentation. With regard 
to voice culture he became convinced that to 
control the respiratory organs is the founda- 
tion of singing, and that purity of tone is the 
ereat desideratum to be secured. Llis writ- 
ings upon this subject go to prove he is one 
of the most careful, intelligent and success/ul 
voice cultivators in the country. Mr. Good- 
rich’s principal works are: A Treatise in 
Three Parts Uponthe Art of Breathing; Liow 
tofSing; Tone-making,Vocal Style, Pronunci- 
ation, Execution, and how asong should be 
subg according to the words and the music; 
The Language of Music. This iatter 
work is being published now in Germany, 
besides Many songs, trios, quartets and or- 
chestral arrangements. Mr. Goodrich will 
preside over the vocal department of the Con- 
servatory during the present season, and will 
no doubt repeat his previous successes in that 
specialty. 

Mr. Marcus Epstein. agraduate of the 
Leipzig Conservatu: y,willretain control of the 
piano departments, and Mr. Henry G. Han- 
chett and Mr. A. Epstein, will also remain. 
The remaining members of the faculty are 
Prof. J. Amann, in charge of the guitar de- 
partment; Prof. k. Buechelj flute depart- 
ment, and Miss Lily McEwing, primary de- 
partment. A course of five lectures will be 
given upon musical topics during the season. 
Several recitals and concerts will be given 
during the season, and the whole iostitution 
will be managed ina wav that will merit the 
patronage previously given tothe Conservi:- 
toly. 


Extortion in the Yosemite. 
From the San Fra:cisco Bulletin. 


There isnow great danger that all the 
abuses which have rendered Niagara Falls 
almost hatefulto so many tourists will be 
repeated at Yosemite. The charges are in 
several particulars too high. A mustang 
horse to go five or six miles is charged at the 
rate of > for four or five hours. The value 
of the borse is about $20. The guide also, 
who lets the horses, charges $3for his ser- 
vices. Thetolls onthetrails are $l for each 
person on horseback. The stage service is 
good by allihe roads, but the fare is high. 
The hotel Buildingsinthe yalley are poor, 
and not at ali adequate to the importance of 
sucha place. At present the revenues ac- 
cruing tothe State from leases in the valley 
aresmall. But Yosemite tourists do actually 
leave annually more than a million of dollars 
inthe Ssiate. Some intelligent system ought 
to be devised not only to help along necessary 
improvements in the valley but to make 
this wonder of the world more accessible 
tothe people. Only asmall per centof Cali- 
fornians have ever seen the Yosemite Valley. 
Probably more Bostonians have seen it than 
San Franciscans. The Federal Government 
premised in making the grant that the State 
would not only exercise a wise guardianship 
over this famous reservation, but that State 
pride would beenlisted to make such improve- 


-ments in the valley as good taste and good 


judgment would suggest. It is onl just to 
sav that uptothistime the State has done 
very little. The roads in the valley itslif 
cannot be improved by private enterprise. 
Three good roads now enter Yosemite when 
a few years ago there were only mere trails: 
Others may yet be constructed. But the im- 
provements in the valley must be conducted 
under the auspices of the State.

Pilgrims for Lourdes. 
From the Parisian, August 19, 

On Tuesday, between 7,000 and §&,000 pil- 
grims left Paris by the Gare d’Orleans for 
Lourdes. They were conveyed in seven trains, 
each composed of twenty carriages. The first 
train left at four o’clock in the afternoon. At 


- noon groups of women and priests, laden with 


baskets and bundles, began to arrive at the 
station. Atso’clock the crowd was thick. 
Along the wall of the courtyard were ranged 
litters, mattresses and stretchers, on which 
lay women who seemed to have no life left in 
them, emaciated children, men and boys, halt, 
maimed, blind and diseased, a horrible sight. 
A fine fellow of twenty-five years of age, who 
had jost the use of his limbs, was waiting pa- 
tiently ina hand cart. The departure of the 
trains continued until midnight, all the service 
being performed by the priests, the Sisters of 
Mercy, and the conmissaire of the pilgrimage, 
who distributed and verified the special tick- 
ets with the device of Notre Dame du Salut at 
the head. The departure was organized ad- 
mirably, and the sick folks were placed in the 
train with the utmost rapidity and skill by 
the priests and Sisters of Mercy. But what a 
horrible sight it was! An ambulance train is 
nothing compared witha train fullof sick 
and bedridden women and scrofulous chil- 
dren. Outof the 7,000 pilgrims nearly 2,000 
were sick; the rest were, so to speak, able- 
bodied pilgrims.

Ofcourse 
the shattered city can not be reconstructed in 
a day, andit will take time to remove the 
traces of the most terrible bombardment the 
world has perhaps witnessed, but tn a country 
like Russia, where Government labor is cheap 
and plentiful,and funds can be obtained with- 
out the obstructive medium of a meddlesome 
Parliament, the ultimate restoration of Sebas- 
topol to its original grandeur is not an ?mpos- 
sible matter, and the only thing that may de- 

lay the task may bethe belief that the im- 
pending annexation of Constantinople will 
deprive the Crimean fortress ofits raison 
d'etre. Of course we English patriotically be- 
lieve the time to be far distant when the two- 
headed eagle shall flap its wings over the pal- 
aces aud mosques of Tsargrad, but all nations 
donot think dlike, and Russia imagines the 
corquest of ee to be nearer than 
is generally believed in Western Europe.

One of the quietest places inthe London 
suburbs is Manville square, Clapham. It 
lies at the core of a network of’shady lanes 
and sequestered roads; where the thrush and 
blackbird sing in the quiet evening. ‘Whe 
piace is gathered into a peaceful calm; und to 
tind jourself.in Manville Sijuare, after the 
dustand turmoil of the citv, is as greata 
change as ferthe citizen of a sleepy cathedral 
town to find himself on a prairie, with the 
feeling of inexhaustible relief always arising 
from the absence of walls. Butin Manville 
Squere you find no solitude. Lightly-swung 
broughams and fandaus and victorias brush 
over the smooth roadway now and then; you 
ean on no fine day put your head outofa 
front window without hearing the laughter of 
rosy-cheehed children and the patter of tiny 
feet. Here the sunlight seemed. always to 
come early and stay late. Summer loved the 
place ana lingered longer here than even at 
Kew. The square had no pretensions to 
splendor or Weaith, or fashion or distinction. 
The bouses were modern, well-built, whole- 
solpeaund roomy. The grassand shrubs in 
the inclosure were kept neatly and efticiently, 
but there was no sucb pruderv in the garden- 
ing as prevented ciicket to four-year-old 
boys cr ithe laughing scamper of. children 
ibrovghthe trees. The genii of the place 
were peace and prosperous plenty and cour- 
teuus services. Noangrv wordsever invaded 
that Tempe of London. No dun ever cast a 
sSbadow on its clean flsgwayv or wholesome 
zrass. 

The houses all belonged to one 
who was arich man and owned property in 
several other parts of London. Hehad made 
one rule over all his house property, and that 
wastotaketen per centavear less for his 
bouses than he could easily get, and to be 
much more particular as to the people 
be accepted as tenants than most landlords. 
It Was bot enough to satisfy him that the ten- 
unt wes solvent and respectable: he would 
ulso be convinced that the applicant for a 
house of bis was free from anything which 
could muke him a disagreeable neigh>or. 
Those who took houses were to be clearly in- 
formedthat oneof the advantages of the 
place was that there were to be nu lodvers ia 
Marville square. 

When Di. Stephen Brooks took bis house 
he read the clause with sati-faction. Whea 
“man paid a bundred and thirty-six pounds 
a year for a heuse in the suburbs he expected 
not to have lodgers next door. Mrs. Brooks 
wus delizhted atthe strinzeucy of this pro- 
viso. They bad bad a hard fight in the 
world. They were childiess. Neither was 
now young, and a little respectability be- 
comes very acceptable in the middle life of a 
woman, when youth and matronhood have 
been spent in narrow wavs. 

For ten’ vears Dr. Brooks and his wife lived 
aquiet, eusy lifein the square; and then 
when he was sixty and she fifty-five, he died. 
He had saved a little money—not much.

THE FARMER’S WORLD. 
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Hints to the Sovereigns Wko Till 
’ the Soil. : : 
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Sheep Husbandry—Profits of Tree Cal-’ 
ture—Cider Mills—Keoeping Winter 
Apples—Suggestions to House- 
wives and Valuable Receipts. 


COUPLED SHEEP. 


A reader asks whattime isthe most desir- 
able to couple sheep. He wants to have the 
lambs come as early as will be safe for them. 

The period for gestation for ewes 1s from 
150 to 154 duys, or,in round numbers, five 
months. Ifitis desirable to obtuin early 
lambs for exhibition inthe fall at the fairs, 
they should come in January or February: 
but it is indispensable to have suitable ac: 
com modaticus where these ewes may be kept 
separate from the rest of the flock, and in 
comfortable quarters, so that the young 
things will not be pinched by cold weather. 
To secure lambs thus early the sheep must 
be coupled in August or September. But if 
it is desirable to raise early lambs for market, 
where this branch of tbe business enters into 
ihe calculations of the farmer, and as the 
best prices are obtained early in the year, it 
is important to have the lambs come as early 
vs they cun be well looked after. There is 
much risk in this branch of the business and 
we repeat that those who engage in it should 
pot failto provide comfortable quarters so 
that losses from inclement weather imay be 
light. It often happens that losses from lack 
of-proper sbelter and care in this branch of 
the business overbalance the profits, or in 
other words, thatsuch losses leave no profit 
in baving lumbseomeearlv. The greatest 
gain from sheep husbandry is in saving as 
wuch as possible of labor and loss in the man- 
agementof the flock,and much disappotnt- 
ment and discouragement will follow every 
lambing of -ewes if comfortable quarters and 
gcod care are wanting. 

In the latitude of the lake region lambs are 
quite Safe that come about the middle of 
Apiil. Some farmers prefer that the increase 
should not begin until the firstof May. At 
that period the weatheris mild, andif the 
young things are attended toatonce and 
housed in case of cold rains, they will soon 
gain styength suflicient to carry them safely 
through the spring-time. ‘To attain this re- 
sult, the best plan to adopt is to separate the 
buck from the shcepfrom August until the 
coupling time: and: he willbe in a better 
condition for service if_heis jadiciously fed 
with agrain rationevery day. Most of our 
experienced flockmen give their bucks a 
small allowance of cornor oats daily six or 
cight weeks before the season begins, increas- 
ing the quantity slightly everv few days until 
the feed is pretty liberal: and the feeding is 
kept up until the seasonisover. Inthe mean- 
time the buck should have plenty of exercise 
to prevent any bad effects that might other- 
wi-e follow from this stimulating food. 

While the best course is to sepafate the 
buck from the flock, it issometimes inconven- 
ient todoso. In that event he should be fet- 
tered by tyirg afore and a hind foot together 
in suchamanner as to interfere with his 
freedom of action. The apron sometimes 
uscd is unsatisfactory, as it does not prevent 
chasing and worrying of the ewes. ‘There is 
no method as satisfactory as separating the 
bucks from the flock. 

At coupling time the buck may be turned 
with the flock, or allowed to go with ita few 
hours atatime each day for three or four 
weeks, and then he should be removed. 

THE PROVIT OF TREE CULTURE, 

In muny cases trees are the most profitable 
crop that can be planted. Upon almost every 
faim there are barren hills, worn fields, 
marshy spots or otherwise unproductive lands 
Whiecb, pianted in grass or grain, make scanty 
returns for the labor expended upon them. 
Sometimes such fields are abandoned to ster- 
ilitv: sometimes an occasional crop of meager 
proportions is grown npon them; always they 
ure an eyesore in the iandscape and a plague 
andtax tothe farmer. Yet in nearly every 
case such fields might be made to bear a tree 
crop which wouid make them as profitable as 
the best lands aroundthem. A few bushels 
of nuts and a few davs’ work are all that are 
required. The sun andrains of fifteen or 
twenty years will do the rest, and at the end 
of that time tbe once barren field will yield a 
timber crop well worth the waiting for, while 
the accumulated lexuf mould on the surface, 
in most cases, will have cured the land’s bar- 
renness. 

A shrewd young farmerin Northern New 
York has learned this lesson bv observation. 
Twolve years ago the timber was cut from a 
stony hilltop on bis iand, and now there is a 
second growth of trees, the market value of 
which be finds to be at least that of twelve 
cereal crops from good land, although the 
crowth has been spontaneous and unregulated. 

TO KEEP UNOCCUPIED ROOMS DRY. 

It occurs with many people that they have 
to leave their houses for a time, either in 
summer or winter. during .which period, es- 
pecially in damp seasons, not only the furni- 
ture, but also the walls and the paper on 
them, are liable to get damaged by the moist- 
ure in the atmosphere. This can be avoided 
in asimple manner. Before Jeaving the house 
the rooms containing furniture ought to be 
well fastened up. to exciude as much of the 
outer air as possible: a dish with dry chloride 
of Jime sbould then be placed in the middle 
of the apartment, and inside another larger 
vessel, intended to receive the water flowing 
out ofthe former. The well-dried chloride of 
lime has such an affinity for water that it will 
attract all the moisture contained in the room 
and keep the air perfectly dry, so that no 
barm can occur to either furniture, books, 
paper, &e. Care must only be taken to open 
doors and windows when the apartments are 
to be occupied, as this dried air is not good 
for breathing. 

MAKING VINEGAR. 


The apple crop is abundaht, and the thrifty 
farmer and housewife are casting about to 
know what they will do with the apples. It 
is too early to make apple-butter, or cider for 
winter use. Wecan, however, now makea 
good article of vinegar. If the sound apples 
are pressed row and the juice put into clean 
barrels and placed in the sun, with a bottle 
neck downward in the bung, tolet in the heat 
and keep out the gnats and flies, a good arti- 
cle of vinegar may be made before cold weath- 
er. The process may not be comp!eted by 
that time, but it can beso far advanced that 
when freezing weather makes it necessary to 
put the barrels in the cellar, the cider may be 
racked off and put into the cellar to complete 
the second fermentation. 

Don’t fail to rack it off after the first fer- 
mentation, if you would have clear and pure 
vinegar, free from any unpleasant taste. Now 
is the time to make a good pure article of vin- 
egaratalittle cost. It often — that 
vinegar. can be made sooner by adding one- 
third or one-half rain water, with a small 
quantity of molasses, but while this hastens 
the process of fermentation, it does not im- 

rove the quality of the vinegar. It will lack 
ody and richness. It may be sour enough 
to sell for pure cider vinegar, and may be a 
far better article thanthe majority of the stuff 
sold for cider vinegar. 

The family that abhors the commercial com- 
pounds of acids cailed vinegar may now make 
themselves independent of them. 

REPELLING FLIES, 

A farmer writes: I manage to keep flies out 

of my stable by removing the droppings sev- 


eral times a day, and sprinkling very slightly 
the floor of the stable with kerosene. I have 


a tin can with a cork init, through which is. 


pierced a small hole; through this “drop the 
kerosene. A pint will last over a week, and 
er to be quite objectionabie to fliesof all 
nds. 
KEEPING WINTER APPLES. 

Will winter apples in large quantities keep 
better if put directly into acool, dry cellar at 
the time of gathering, early in October, than 
if put intoafruit-room above ground and 
transferred to thecellarlater? As cellars 
are nearly always warmer in autumn than 
cool buildings above ground, apples usually 


keep much better if stored in the latter till 
freezing weather. The best place in autumn 
is an out-bouse facing the nortb, shut warm 
days and open cool nights, They keep best in 
barrels if these are opened before any decay 


. commences, the barrels excluding air cur- 
rents and preserving a uniform temperature. | 
Much, bowever, depends on conditions and 


circumstances, ahd the owner must use his 
judgment and experience. 
THE GREGG RASPBERRY. 


N. Obmer, of Dayton, O., who has largely 
cultivated the Gregg raspberry for several 
years, informs the practical farmer that he 
thinks it will supersede all the black-eap va- 
rieties for market. He has about thirteen 
acres of this sort, about six in full bearing. 
His entire crop was sold to one firm, paying 
about two dollurs and a half per bushel, or 
balf a dollar more per bushel than for the 
Mammoth Cluster. Although that is a creat 
berry region and prices rule low, he realized 
ircm bis six acres in full bearing aad four 
acres With-a partial crop, about.$2,00U. From 
his full bearing plantation the product was 
1.o0t jess than 100 bushels per acre. 


CABBAGE LICE, 


Gabbage lice may be destroyed with strong 
so: pruds, made of common whale oil soap, or 
wifn a strony decoction of tobacco,continuous- 
ivapplied. Buta better way isto boil four 
ounces of quassia chips in a gallonof water 
for ten minutes, and add four ounces of soft 
soap. Brurh this over the leaves.

“One acre of grass is worth more than two 
of cotton where no grass is raised.’ 

*‘No farmer who buys corn, pork, fodder, 
hay and oats as a rule for ten years, can 
keep the sheriff away from his door in the 
end.” 

“The farmer who never readsthe papers, 
and sneers at book: farming and improvements 
generally hasaleaky roof, poor stock, brok- 


‘en down fences, and complains of bad sea- 


sons and poor lands.’’ 

‘*The farmer who is above his business, and 
intiusts it to others to manage, in due season 
bas no business to attend to.’’ 

MILK FEVER. 

Miik fever is a disease of the blood conse- 
quent upona disordered circulation, andis a 
soit cf apoplexy, ihe brain being inflamed and 
congested, and the nervous system prostra- 
ted. Usually, a cow afflicted with this dis- 
ease lies stili, with the head on the flank, but 
sometimes dashes the head about violentlv. 
Mild cases alone are amenable to treatment, 
which would be to give a strong purgative— 
sixteen to twenty ounces of epsom salts, with 
half an ounce of carbonate of ammonia, light 
feeding, and rest ina dark, clean, cool, quiet 
stable. 

SMALL CIDER-MILLS, 


In early times,in tbis country, almost all 
the cider—and much cider was then used— 
was made in large mills, owned by individuals 
or firms. Who operated them in the same man- 
ner tbat grist-mills were managed. KEverv 
faimer brougbt bis apples to the mill, had 
them ground and pressed, and received the 
cider that was produced. He paid so much 
per barrel for having his cider made. If he 
did not wantto pay cash, the ‘‘miller’’ took 
his toil in cider or apples. The mills were of 
jarge capacity, so that athousand bushels of 
apples could be worked upinaday. As a 
rule, a farmer could take his apples to a mill 
six or eight miles from his place, have them 
ground and pressed,and return home with his 
cider at night. There was no greater loss of 
time than in taking a lot of corn oy wheat toa 
grist-mill. 

During the past few years a large number 
of small millsfor grinding apples and presses 
for squeezing the juice from them have been 
sold. Farmers who made not more than ten 
barrels of cider per year boughtthem. These 
smpall mills are costly, liable to get out of or- 
der, pot easv to manage bv persons unac- 
quainted with their use, and certain to be ru- 
ined in a few years if they are not kept under 
cover. Old cider-makers declare that these 
small mills and presses are expensive to run, 
even if they are obtained for nothing. They 
state that only about three-fourths of the 
juice contained inthe apples can be obtained 
by their use, and that what is obtained is of 


very inferior quality. The juice whichis ob-: 


tained by slight pressure is almost entirely 
water, while that which is rich remains in the 
pulp unless very heavy pressure is employed. 

It would seem to be very poor economy to 
investin a mill and press if one has buta 
small amount ofapplesto workup. The in- 
terest on the money they cost would pay for 
taking the apples to a mill and having the ci- 
der manufactured. One large cider milli is 
sufticient to work up all the apples raised in a 
town, and it could do the work -more econo- 
micaily than it could be done ina large num- 
ber of sma)] concerns. If several farmers can 
not unite in erecting a suitable mill to be op- 
erated on the co-operative plan it would be 
better to pledge their patronage to some per- 
son who would erect and equip a good build- 
ing. Experience and skill are required for 
making cider, and these are not likely to be 
acquired by persons who muke buta few bar- 
rels of cider cach year by the use of a poor 
apparatus. 
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Facts forthe Farmer. 

It is estimated by some receivers that fully 
3,000,000 bushels of flax seed have been rais- 
ed this year. 

Michigan had 1,835,191 acres under wheat 
this year, against 1,601,,10 acres last year. 
The crop was an average one, and the vield is 
estimatet at from 30, 000,000 to 35,000,000 bu- 
shels. 

Muck is cooling to the soil in summer, and 
warming inthe winter: it collects moisture 
and retains it; it acerates the earth, is a reser- 
voir of ammonia and other elements of plant- 
fcod, not the least of which are its crumbling 
sheils and fragments of petrifications. 


Thecropof wheat in Montana Territory 
turns outto be very good, notwithstanding 
that tbe prospect for awhile, early in July, 
was rather unfavorable. The outcome was 
splendid and there is a demand for all that 
was raised. Flour at White Sulphur Springs 
retails at $4 per sack. 

Fourteen years ago J. M. Sterling, of Mon- 
roe, Mich., placed two gate ga of white oak 
in front of his residence. hen they were 
set, he bored into the top of each with an inch 
and a half auger, a hole three inches deep, 
filled it with common sait, tightly plugged it, 
aud capped the posts. A recent examina- 
tion of the posts proved that they were as 
sound from top to bottom as when they were 
placed in position. 

Agriculture is called both a science and an 
art. The former teaches why it is necessary 
to plow, and the latter teaches the process of 
plowing. The art of agriculture has refer- 
ence to the planting, cultivating and taking 
care of crops; the science of agriculture teach- 
es us of what they are composed and how 
crops and plants are built upfrom the forces 
of the soil and the atmosphere. The effect of 
the artisto wear out the soil by constant 
cropping. Tbe aid of science is employed to 
restore exhausted fields and to give a knowl- 
edge of the means to use to accomplish it.

It yearly takes 20,000 acres of forest to sup- 
ply cross-ties forthe railroads of the United 
States. It takes 15,000,000 ties to supply the 
demand, for which, on an average, the con- 


In buildin 
new road, the contractors ticure on 1,700 ¢ 
to the mile, while it takes 500 ties to the mile 
to keep aconstructed roadin repair. The 
average of a good ys of timber tand is 200 
ties tothe acre and twelveties to the tree. 
White or burr oak is considered the best tim- 
ber for the purpose, although cherry, nope 
ash and even locust bave been used. she 
business gives employment toan army of 
choppers, who are paid ten cents for each tie. 
A continued practice makes the choppers e¢X- 
rtin the use of the axe, anda single Man 
as been known to get out thirty-five ties iu 
adsy, yetthe averageis only ten, while an 
expert will probably Get out twenty.
